n Friday, October 15, 
Professor Candace Croft's 
Child and Adolescent 
Development classes were inspired 
by the young minds of Candace's 
three great-nieces and her one great- 
nephew. Megan, age 6; Holly, 4; 
Bella, 17 months; and Drake, 7 
months, were the center of attention 
for the day as Candace interacted 
with them to illustrate key develop- 
mental stages in early childhood. 
One point Professor Croft focused 
on was child psychologist Piaget's 
theory of conservation. To demon- 
strate this theory to the class, 
Candace placed two equally sized 
beakers in front of 6-year-old Megan 
and filled them with equal amounts 
of fluid. When asked which beaker 
had more, Megan replied, ‘They're 
both the same.” 
Next, Candace poured one of the 
beakers of fluid into a new beaker, 
which was taller and thinner. Asked 


again which beaker had more, 
Megan confidently said, “That one,” 
and pointed to the new beaker. Even 
though both beakers contained the 
same amount of fluid, this beaker 
appeared to a child of six to contain 
more because it was taller than the 
other. 

One of the developmental concepts 
Holly, 4, illustrated for her audience 
was “scaffolding”’ Candace handed 
Holly and Megan each a square- 
shaped piece of paper. She showed 
them how to fold two opposite cor- 
ners of the square together to form a 
triangle. As Holly struggled with her 
paper, she watched her sister and 
great-aunt form their own triangles. 

"How do you do that?" Holly asked. 
Candace then announced to the class 
that she was providing scaffolding 
for Holly as she redirected the child 
through the steps. Holly soon 
became frustrated with the exercise, 
sighed, and replied, “I can't do it’"The 
class applauded Holly's effort.

Who’s Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf?

ext week the Clarke 
drama department will 
present one of "Time" 


magazine's top plays of the 20th 
century, "Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf?" by Edward 
Albee. 

“This play rocked the 
American theatre scene when it 
was first produced in the early 
1960s, and it continues to 
rock it today,” said Clarke 
College drama professor 
Carol Blitgen, BVM. 

Underneath the dark humor 
of the main characters, Martha 
(1974 Clarke graduate Andrea 
Bednar) and George (drama 
department chair David 
Kortemeier), lies a mystery in 
which the couple has taken 
refuge. Their bitterness 
is slowly exposed dur- 
ing a night of game 
playing and heavy 
drinking. 

The characters move 

from pain to anguish, to 
an exorcism of untruths, @ 
to redemption. 
“This role is very chal- 
lenging, certainly in the 
emotional and intellec- 
tual journey of the role 
through the play as 
well as the length of 
this piece,” _—said 
Kortemeier. 

“Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf?" is not 
an easy play to perform. It is 
very realistic and emotionally 
draining. “Albee is not afraid 
to open doors on our most pri- 
vate anguish,” Blitgen said.

Stewart, a two-time U.S. Open Champion, died Wednesday, 
October 25 in a plane crash outside Mina, South Dakota. There were 
five other people aboard the Learjet with Stewart who were also killed 
in the crash. 

Stewart is known his old-fashioned golf pants or knickers and his 
smooth swing. He won three major championships in his awesome 
career: the '89 PGA Championship, the '91 US Open, and the '99 US 
Open. 

Stewart won 18 tournaments throughout his career, but none more 
memorable than the '99 US Open at Pinehurst. Stewart won with a 15- 
foot putt on the 72nd and final hole of the tournament. What makes 
this victory the most remarkable is that Stewart led most of the '98 US 
Open, lost it in the last few holes, and then he came back and won it 
this year. 

There were many saddened by the news of Stewart's death. “J can't 
even comprehend the scope of it. None of us can right now. There is 
an enormous void and emptiness I feel right now,” said fellow golfer 
Tiger Woods. Even President Clinton paid his regards to Stewart: 

“I am profoundly sorry for the loss of Payne Stewart, who has had 
such a remarkable career and impact on his sport and a remarkable 
resurgence in the last couple of years,” he said.d
